COLONEL DESPARD. 


— 


THIS gentleman is deſcended of a very 
ancient and reſpectable family in the Queen's 
County, Ireland. He is the youngeſt of 
ſix brothers, all of whom have ſerved in the 
army or navy, except the eldeſt, who holds 
the family eſtate, and who lately raiſed a 
corps for the defence of his country. 


 EpwarD Marcus DESPARD was born 
in 1750 or 1751. In 1766 he entered into 
the army as an enſign in the 5oth. He af- 
terwards ſerved as a lieutenant in that re- 
giment, and ſucceſſively as lieutenant,

quarter-maſter, captain-lieutenant, and cap- 
_ tain in the 79th; and received many diſtin- 
guiſhed marks of approbation of his con- 
duct from his commanders, and other of- 
ficers high in rank, who had an opportu- 
nity of judging of his mexit, particularly 
the late General Calcraft of the goth (who 
returned him thanks for his ſervices in the 


public orders of the regiment), General 


Sir William Meadows, and his Grace the 
Duke of Northumberland. For twenty 
years paſt however he has been detached 


from any particular corps, having been en- 
truſted with offices of importance. 


In 177 he was appointed chief engi- 


neer on the unfortunate expedition againſt 
Fort St. Juan, on the Spaniſh Main; in 
which, although the Britiſſi arms were ſuc- 


ceſsful, the greateſt part of the beſieging 


army periſhed from the unhealthy climate. 
Captain Polſon who commanded, in his 


account of the capture of this fortreſs, 
15 publiſhed 
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publiſhed in the London Gazette of 18th 


July 1780, ſays, There was ſcarcely a 
gun fired, but what was pointed by Captain 


Nelſon of the Hinchinbroke, or Lieutenant 


Deſpard, chief engineer, who has exerted 
himſelf on every occaſion,” 


Previous to this he had diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf as an engineer in conſtructing pub: 
lic works in Jamaica, for which he after - 
wards received the thanks of the Sunne 
and Pr of cet dad) ich 10 
ä in confiquanta w theſe = other ſer- 
vices, he was in 1781 appointed by Ge- 
neral Dalling, then Governor of Jamaica, 
to be commandant and commander in chief

His ſtay at Rattan was ſhort. Finding 
upon his arrival, that iſland much in want 
of ſtores and neceſſaries for its defence, he 
returned to Jamaica in a ſmall veſſel, during 
the hurricane ſeaſon, at the evident riſk of 
his life, to procure the neceſſary ſuccours. 
Of this ſervice General Dalling expreſſed 
very ſtrongly his approbation, in his dif- 
patches to Lord George Germain. In the 
mean time however a report having gained 
ground, of an intended attack by the com- 
bined fleets of France and Spain againſt 
Jamaica, it was thought proper by the Go- 
vernor to detain him in that iſland, to ſu- 
perintend the conſtruction of works for its 
defence; in which ſervice he was employed,

Th His Majeſty has received the higheſt 
ſatisfaction at the account you have given 
of the ſucceſs of his arms on the Moſquito 
Shore, under the conduct of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Deſpard, by the total defeat of the 


enemy, and effect ually releaſing his Majeſ- 


ty's ſubjects who reſided in thoſe ſettle- 


ments, from the diſtreſſes to which they 
have been lately expoſed, and re-eſtabliih- 
ing them in the peaceable poſſeſſion of their 
eſtates and property. I have his Majeſty's 
commands to defire you will ſignify, in 
ſplendour of the courts of Europe. His Majeſty 
wears no crown, .no royal robes, creates no hereditary 
nobility, has no maſters of horſe, lord chamberlains, 
or lords of the bedchamber, no guards, and, what is 
ſtill more, no exchequer. The only pre-eminence he 
has over his ſubjeQs is to lead them to the field of bat- 


tle ; and the only thing in Which he reſembles any of 


the princes of Europe is, that his principal amuſement, 
pr vother occupation, is the chaſe, « 
the 
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the moſt honourable manner, his royal ap- 
probation of the judicious conduct and 
gallant ſervices of Licutenant-Colonel Deſ- 
pard, Major Lawrie, Captain Campbell; 
as well as to Commodore Parry, and the 
reſt of the officers and crews of his Ma- 
jeſty's ſhips, who ſo heartily. co- operated 
with them in the accompliſhment of this 
deſirable object.“

diſciplined, and inferior force. he attacked 
and took the Spaniſh garriſon at Black Ri- 
ver, on the Moſquito Shore, made between 
ſeven and eight hundred of the enemy pri- 
ſoners, and reſcued hundreds of our fellow- 
ſubjects from captivity, and reſtored them 
to their poſſeſſions ; his Excellency will 
be pleaſed to recommend the ſaid Captain 
Deſpard to his Majeſty for ſuch army-rank, 
or other mark of his royal approbation, as 
he may be graciouſly pleaſed to confer on 
bim.“ 


And his Excellency the Governor of 


Jamaica, as a mark of his approbation, on 


the 19th November 1783, granted him 
the rank of Colonel of Proyincials. 


About 
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the Britiſh ſcttlers 'on the Mofquito Shore, 


the particulars of which the writer of this 


narrative cannot exactly ſtate; but it was of 
fo ſerious a nature as might have produced 
a freſh rupture between the two Crowns, 
but for the judicious explanations and in- 
terpoſition of Colonel Deſpard, on his arri- 
val in England. Whether his having thus 
prevented an unneceſfary. war may have 
made him obnoxious: to thoſe” who profit 
by war, thoſe who profit by war will be 
beſt able to judge; but to him it muſt 
give heart-felt ſatisfaction to reflect in his 
priſon, that he probably hindered the de- 
ſtruction of thouſands of his fellow- rea- 
tures, and the expenditure of millions of 
the nation s money, | 


In the remaining part of this narrative 
we ſhall ſee the ſubject of it in a civil ca- 
pacity. |

By the 6th article of the definitive treaty 
of peace with Spain of 1783, a Settlement 


was granted to England, on that part of 
the eaſtern coaſt of the peninſula of Yuca- 


tan, commonly, but improperly, called 


The Bay of Honduras*, for the purpoſe of 


cutting logwood and by a ſubſequent 
convention between the two Crowns in 
1786. an additional territory was ceded, 


in conſideration of the Britiſh ſettlers eva- 


cuating the Moſquito Shore and the far- 


ther privilege of cutting mahogany was for 
the firſt time granted by his Catholic Ma- 


jeſty. 


In March 1764 Colonel Deſpard was 
appointed Firſt Commiſſioner for ſettlin ga and 
receiving the territory ceded to Great Bri- 
tain by the 6th article of the treaty ; which 
office he executed to the perfect ſatis faction 


= Honduras, properly ſo called, is a Spaniſh Pro- 
vince, about a hundred miles ſouth-eaſt of the Britiſh 


Settlement. 
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of all parties, particularly the Britiſh ſet- 
tlers, who being deſirous of having a 
** Conſul, Chief Judge, or Superintend- 
ent,” appointed over them, applied to Go- 
vernor Campbell by petition, wherein they 
Nate, that, when ſettled in the iſland of 
Rattan, they experienced in Colonel Deſ- 
pard, their then Commandant, that thirſt 
of knowledge, attention to their true inte- 
reſts, and mildneſs of government, which 
has, in a very particular manner, endeared 
him to all who were ſo fortunate as to be 
under his command z and from theſe conſi- 
derations, they humbly conceive him to be 
of all men the fitteſt to preſide over them.“ 
The ſame ſentiments are ſtill more ſtrongly 
expreſſed in a memorial to the Right Hon. 
Charles James Fox, then one of his Ma- 
jeſty's Principal Secretaries of State. 


On the iſt of December 1784, the wiſhes 
of theſe memorialiſts were gratified, and 
Colonel Deſpard, not ſo much from their

application as from the ſpecial patronage of 
the King, was appointed Superintendent 
of his Majeſty's affairs, within the diſtrict 


which by the late treaty of peace has been 


allotted for the log wood · cutters, upon the 
coaſt of Honduras, and to prevent any 
quarrels or diſagreements between his ſub- 
jects that may be employed thereon, and 
thoſe of his Catholic Majeſty inhabiting 
that neighbourhood *.“ 


In the exerciſe of this office he ſo far 
fulfilled the great object of his appointment, 
that through his influence with the Spaniſh 
governors and officers in the province of 
Yucatan, he obtained from the Crown of 
Spain ſome very important privileges. By 
the Convention of 1786, the Britiſh ſettlers 


* This appointment, however honourable, was far 
from being deſirable, and the very reverſe of lucrative. 
It obliged him to reſide in a very inhoſpitable and 
expenſive country, and to ſupport the rank of a Repre- 
ſentative of Majeſty, upon a ſalary of Fool. a year, 


without any other emolument whatever.

were allowed to cut all ſorts of wood, not 
excepting mahogany, as well as to enjoy 
every kind of fruit or produce of the earth, 


purely natural and without culture; but 


they were expreſsly prohibited from raiſing, 


by cultivation, the ſmalleſt article of pro- 
duce. And ſo ſtrictly did the Spaniſh Go- 


vernment interpret this article, that Don 


Juan Baptiſta Gual, one of their Commiſ. 


faries appointed to viſit the diſtrict 1 in terms 


of the Convention, actually cut down ſuch 


plantations of Þ lantain-trees, and other eſ- 


culent vegetables, as he ſaw in the courſe of 
his viſit; and that not wantonly, or from ma- 


lice (for he did it with the greateſt reluctance, 
and paſſed by many plantations that he 
knew of, which not being in fight he 
did not confider himſelf obliged to take no- 
tice of 9 but merely in conformity to the

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Convention and his inſtructions. Colonel 


Deſpard, however, ſo far ingratiated him- 
ſelf with the Spaniſh commanders (particu- 
larly with Colonel, now General, Grima- 
reſt, the Spaniſh Commiſſioner for aſcer- 
taining and giving up the additional ter- 
ritory ceded by the Convention), that, 
through their application, he obtained from 
his Catholic Majeſty a privilege to the 
Britiſh inhabitants to cultivate vegetables 
neceſſary for their families, and alſo the 
uſe of a key, or ſmall iſland on the coaſt, 
for the reſidence of a pilot “.

with which that officer, who was one of the moſt 
amiable and accompliſhed young men he has ever ſeen 
in any country, executed his commiſſion. | 
To ſhow this matter in its proper light, it will be 
neceſſary to quote ſome letters to Colonel Deſpard 
from Spaniſh officers upon the ſubject. Mr. Gual 
writes thus: “ Sir—My gratitude will not ſuffer me to 
pmit this opportunity of paying my reſpects to you, 
and acknowledging the obligations I am under for your 
particular politeneſs. This, however, is not my only

Major Breſon, another Spaniſh officer, writes thus ; 
« My deareſt friend—The grace of the King my 
maſter, in having been pleaſed to permit the plantations 
in favour of thoſe inhabitants far their ſupport, as 
well as the eſtabliſhment of a pilot, on Engliſh Key, 
exactly in the terms in which both articles were re- 
commended by our good friend Colonel Grimareſt, 
gives me the pleaſure of congratulating you thereon, 
and of repeating my ſatisfaction for what is ſo intereſt- 
ing to me as being agreeable to you,” 

Laſtly, General Grimareſt, when on his journey to 
his Government of Sonora and Senaloa, writes thus 
from Mexico: My deareſt friend What will you 
ſay to my ſilence? For theſe five months I have been 
from Campeachy, and travellingthrough different places, 
where | have only ſtopped to reſt. The fatigue of my 
journey having brought on an indiſpoſition, I have 
been detained ſince the 1ſt of November in this place,

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and this even before it had been given up 


by Spain; for theſe gentlemen made no 
ſcruple to cut wood within the Spaniſh 
lines, and there are in their records ſeveral 
inſtances of cauſes determining the property 
of lands out of the Britiſh limits. Theſe 
old ſettlers claimed immenſe tracts of coun- 
try, and combined to prevent new ſettlers, 
either from the Moſquito Shore, or elſe- 


where, from having any benefit in the pro- 


duce and trade of the diſtrict, which was 


thus monopolized by a very few individuals, 
Nyling themſelves the principal inhabitants. 


This being the caſe, it will not be wondered 


at, if Colonel Deſpard's laudable attempts to 
accommodate the new ſettlers in the addi- 
tional territory, drew. upon him the enmity 
of theſe principal inhabitants. They, and 
one Mr. Robert White, calling himſelf the 
agent of the ſettlers, preſented memorial 
after memorial to his Majeſty's Miniſters, 
containing the moſt falſe and frivolous

6 Sir, T received, on the 14th of laſt month, your 
letter of the 23d of February, encloſing a paper which 
had been preſented to you, containing certain reſolu- 
tions of the principal logwood and mahogany cutters 
reſiding within the Honduras ſettlement, reſpeQing 
the diſpoſal of the additional diſtrict granted by the 
late convention among his Majeſty's ſubjects who have 
been obliged to evacuate the Moſquito Shore, I have 
laid your letter before the King, and I have received 
his Majeſty's commands to acquaint you, that your 
proceedings hitherto meet with his Royal Approbation. 

His Majeſty feels an equal concern for the intereſts 
of all his ſubjects, and is diſpoſed at all times to liſten 
to their reaſonable applications; but in the preſent 
inſtance, his Majeſty conceives that the Moſquito 
ſettlers, who have been obliged to relinquiſh their 
poſſeſſions, ought firft to be attended to, eſpecially in 


the diſpoſal of thoſe lands, which may in ſome degree 


be looked upon as a conſideration for their ſettlements 
upon the Moſquito Shore. On this ground his Majeſty 
D has 
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When Lord Grenville came into office as 
one of his Majeſty's Principal Secretaries of 
State, theſe memorialiſts renewed their at- 
tack, and knowing his Lordſhip to be ig- 


norant of the ſtate of Honduras, and its 


people, preſented ſeveral memorials to him, 
filled with the moſt audacious lies, and 


charging Colonel Deſpard with the groſſeſt 


injuſtice, tyranny, and oppreſſion. —The 
ſame perſons who had before ſolicited his 
appointment, on account of his abilities, 
knowledge, and attention to their intereſts, 
his mild, equitable, and conciliating de- 
portment, and his ſteady and able diſcharge 
of his duty, had now the barefaced impu- 
dence to ſtyle him the ** barbarous com- 
manding officer of Honduras,” and to ſtate 
him as guilty of all the enormities their 


fertile fancy could invent. It had, how-

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two years conſtant attendance upon all the 
departments of Government, he was at laſt 
told that there was no charge againſt him 
worthy of inveſtigation—that his Majeſty 
had thought proper to aboliſh the office of 
Superintendent at Honduras, otherwiſe he 
ſhould have been reinſtated in it. But he 
was then, and on every occafion, aſſured that 
his ſervices were not forgotten, and would 
receive their reward. It may be alſo proper 
to mention, that his attempts, for nearly 
theſe eight years, to get his Accounts with 
Governinent ſettled have been equally fruit- 


leſs and unſucceſsful, althou ich he has claims 
to a large amount. 


Such are the outlines of the public ] life of 
this great and good man. To this account 
little need be added. His character is thus 
truly deſcribed by the very perſons who, 
afterwards, when they found his juſtice | 
interfere with their private views and in- 
tereſts, became his greateſt enemies and

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calumniators:—** In his character of Com- 
mander in Chief at Rattan, they had the 
experience of his abilities, knowledge, and 
attention to their intereſts, and of his mild, 
gentle, and attractive deportment in all his 
civil functions, as well as his vigorous, 
ſteady, and maſterly diſcharge of his duty, 
in the time of danger and diſtreſs.” Re- 
ſpecting the nature of his Impriſonment, 
and treatment in the Priſon of Cold Bath 
Fields, it would be improper here to enter 
into any detail or inveſtigation. It is enough 
to ſay, that after having been kept in con- 
finement for ſeveral weeks laſt ſpring, he 
was releaſed, no charge being ſubſtantiated 
againſt him; but immediately after the 
Suſpenſion of the Habeas Corpus act, he 
was again arreſted, without any ſpecific 
charge, and has now been kept a cloſe pri- 
ſoner for above eight months, in a Houſe of 
Correction, without any attempt to bring 
him to trial.
